.Perhaps they thought it punishment enough to leave the parent, who 
neglects the instruction of his family, to labour under.those griefs and 
inconveniences which his family, so uninstnictcd, will be sure to br^g 
upon him. 

Sintc the days of the great commenutor, free public education 
of youth has shown a remarkable advance, especially in the 
United States where it has evolved into a vast enterprise es- 
tablished and maintained by a great body of law. Educational 
process in this country has been vitally encouraged and sup- 
ported by State constitutions, legislative enactments, snd judi- 
cial decisions enhancing the educational rights of youths and 
which constitute the legal basis and structure of our present 
vast and intricate State systems of public educat ion .

Dr. Trusler in his book Essentials of Sch6ol Law states- 
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BJudOkmal Lmw mid Ltadmrsb^ , 

The impi^ovcmciit of educational laws offers a chaU^ging 
opi»r^ity for constructive leadership in educational affairs. 
Expwence in the development of State systems of education 
clearly indicates that the legal provisions and principles which 
govern Sure and lo^ systems of education are vitally related 
to quality and efficiency in education. Improvements in the 
law affecting State and ^ocal systems of education constitute 
' an important objective and function of the educator, legislator, 
and mtcrested groups andjcitiacns generally. 

Dr. Horace Mann, the founder of our free public^ool 
syst<m, was a Uwyer, legislator, educator, and sutesman; 
and he was m the forefront of every major social reform 
his time. As both legislator and educator. Dr. Mann clearly 
r^gniaed the significant role of the lawnwker in the c^ourse 
of education and i^onn. On the subject he exclaimed: 


How glonont is the prerogative of the legislator when he fiuthfuUr 

uses his privikges for the benefit of his rscel 
Teachers, principals, and sup^tendents' often rise or fall 
as they counsel school b<?ards on educational legislative mat- 
tw. Edu<pat<^ ne<^ to understand the significant function 
of ^ucatioh in the sch^ne of Sutc government and public 
*^*^*^, Likewise, State legislators in. the exercise 

of tl^ir hr(^ powers over education will do well to bear in 
i^d : (1) iTmt the need for the 'exercise of legislative discre- 
t^on is constant; (2) that certain of their restrictive powers 
sho^d rarely if ^ be exercised; (3) that they should be 
^.ded by the wisdom and experience accrued in the evolution 
erf our present Sute systems of education; and (4) that educa- 
tion, pahaps more than any other Suic function, touches 
mote vitally the lives and sentiments (rf more people than any 
other phase of legislative activity. 

In view the abundance of experience within and among 
the Stotca in the development of educational laws new and 
enrrem^efforts to in^prove such laws need not proceed wholly 
on a trial and ernrf method. Legislatiod on many phases of 
education mzy originaUy have been enacted years ago and 
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may now be matenaUy amended in the light of experience. 
Ihe study of such a law may prove of substantial benefit in a 
State which has had little or no legislative experience on the 
subject with which it deals. Hence, a new statute need not 

now be enacted haphazardly or for the want of the light of 
experience. 

Basic Legal Principles 

Generally speaking, under our system of government State 
legislature have plenary power in educational matters. Ac- 
cordmg to the late Justice Brandeis: 

It is ODc of the happy inddeots of the Federal system that a sinale 
wurageous Sum may’, if its dti«os choose, serve as a laboratory to. 

^ ay novd, soaal, and economic experiments without risk to the rest of 
tne country. 

^IS freedom of legislative experimenution continues as a 
basic principle ot our constitutional system and constitutes a 

^Kat^^“" ^ imptovement.of our Sute systems of 

Hie^umional prerogative of a Sute legislature is a viul 
one. The legislative authority over education has been held 
by the corns to be not necessarUy a distributive one to be 
exercised by local instrumentalities, but. on the contrary is 
a ^^al power residing in the legislature of the Sute. This 
prmciplc has been aptly stoted by the Supreme Court of Indiana 
in the following manner:

While ^ftcation is primarily a State function, State educa- 
tional legislation and administrative policiw.must conform to 
the Federal G>nstitutiori. A State must operate its educa- 
tion^ system within the limits of the Federal Constitution 
and its principles as interpreted and applied by the Supreme 
Court. On this subject the Supreme Court itself has sajd: 

The Fourteen^ Amendment, u now applied fo the Sutea, protects* 
the citizen against the Sute itself and all of its creatufes— Boards of 
Education are not excepted. These have, of course, important delicate 
and highly discretionary functions, but none that they may not per- 
form within the limits of the Bill of Rights. That they are educating 
the young for citizenship is retson for scrupulous protection of Constitu- 
tional fr^oms of the individual, if we are not to strangle the free 
mind at its source and teach youth to discount imporcant principles 
. of our Government asiiieie platitudes.— (319 U. S. 614.') 

Generally speaking, a Sure is free to formulate by legisla- 
tion or administrative regulation its own educational policies, 
but the Supreme (^urt may, upon properly presented issues 
reverse these policies, if they, in the judgment of rhe* Court, 
constitute an arbitrary interference with the rights and liber- 
ties erf the people as guaranteed by the Federal Constitution. 

In the recent case of McCollum v. Board of Education, Mr. 
Justice Jackson qualified his concurrence opinion with the 
following noteworthy reservations: 

A Federal^ Court may interfere with local school authoridca only 
when they invade cither a personal liberty or a property right pro- 
tected by the Federal Constitution. • • • 

• • • We must leave some flexibility to meet locaI,coodidoos, 
so^ chance to progress by trial^ and error. 

Continuing, Mr. Justice Jackson said that for the Court to 
adopt "an unchanging standard for countless school boards 
* * * . is to allow teal for our own ideas of what is good' '* 
in public instruction to induce us to accept the role of a super 
board of education for every school district in the Nation 
(69 S. O. 461, 1948.)

in ^ucation^havc frequently urged ujx>n their respective State 
legislatures the adoption of a complete new school code. ' 

Current practice in the codification of school laws usually 
contemplates one or more of the following functions or - 
objectives: 

1. To aecnre a logical and sjntcmadc arraogcmait of the law. 

2. To eliminate inconsistencies and duplications of law. 

3. To repeal old or undesirable sututory provisions. * 

4. To embody in the new law (code) organic and substantive changes 

deemed essential' to meet cuneot and future needs. 

0 * . » • 

Substantfvt chanf^ts. In the codification of school laws, 

experience has shown that where attempts are made to incluclc 
organic or substantive changes in a proposed school code, such 
attempts arc oftvH likely to endanger its acccpuncc by the 
legislature. Such undertakings ale advisable only after careful 
and comprehensive study of the various problems involved. 
There is a noticeable tendency to inaugurate such undertakings 
by securing legislative authorization for the appointment of a 
school Kodc commission with authority to study the whole 
Sutc school system and laws and to recommend such school 
law changes as may be sound. 

From the standpoint of securing legislative approval of a 
proposed school code which embodies substantive organic 
changes, it is usually advisable first to recommend such organic 
changes tor legislative approval in separate bills in the early 
part ‘of a legislative session. In this manner they arc as a 
rule more likely to be considered on their merits and their f 
approval may neft thus bfc jeopardized by being coupled with 
numerous other matters which may be objected to by different 
members of the legislature. After the <N’ganic changes have 
thus been approved, the proposed school code embodying jfhe 
said changes may then ^ submitted for general legislative 
^approval^ i

A study ot various ^ types of State laws governing State 
systems of ^ucation emphasises the importimce of dfvclop- 

ot diffcTMt legal provisions. Actual experimentation in this 
area is madequate. After many .ycaT^experiencc w^ 
various types ot school laws and much theS ,ch^S 

M ‘^gref on what 

School administratioD may not U an exact adence. bnt im 
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proccdiHcs mzj be subjca to objective appraisal in terns of 
results obtained. The science of education may yet work out 
the technique to deteraiine With reasonable assurance t^t 
certain legislative provisions governing school administration 
are better than others. . . - 

From a study of educational-legislative principles and prac- 
tices among the States a number of broad or general observa^ 
tions may be made which should be helpful to those who seek 
to improve their school laws. Among some of the more 
noteworthy observations arc: 

1. State Icgislatores have full power to ooottol poblic schools unless 
liniited by consticudooal provisions. (State constitutions gen- 
erally turn the subject over to the legislatures.) 

2. The control of ^ucadon is in no way inherent in the local self- 
government ezo^ as the legislatures have chosen to make it so. 

3. Public educatioo is pcincipaUy a separate field distinct fiom local 
government. 

4. The legislature having tried one method of school administration 
and maintenance is not precluded from trying another. 

5. Education is a Sute fimetion even though the legislature provides 
no Sure central control or State agency for its administration. 

6. A Sure legislature 'has considerable freedom to go the way it 
chooses, but it should go with its eyes open. 

7* Present conditions in education emphasizes the need for edpea- 
tional authorities to fully interpret school problems to legislators 
and for legislators to consult with educational authorities. 

8. It is desirable that legislation affecting State and local school ad- 
imnistratioo conform to the best opinion of Authorities in educa- 
tion, and that it should follow carefully planned systems which 

. have been found td produce good results. 

9. Pewer^ smtntofy pcescriptioos and an extension of discredmiary 

powers in ^te school officials would apparently enable the de- 
velopment of mote fienble and efficient systems of State school 
administratioo. * 

10. Laws which require too mnclk uniformity in administration may 
stifle the natural educational and administrative processes. 

11. Le^ provisions governing State school administration are not 
easily separable from provisions governing local administration, 
and die delineadon of State and local functions is a constant 
problem in sdiool administratioo. 
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12. Whatcw the de^ of State administratrre ooattol, it thbold 
secure local, cropetation, mu^ respect, and Confidence, and 
promote local initiative and(£eedom of action.
